Few surprises

You know the chicken will 
be tender. You know the fries 
will be crisp or the salad fresh.

You know the dip¬ 
ping sauce will be hot and a 
tad spicy. It’s what you paid for 
— good, fresh tasty food with¬ 
out surprises. And hey, there’s 
nothing wrong with that.

Most theatre and movie 
aficionados already know 
The Owl and the Pussycat 
story. Nerdy boy meets viva¬ 
cious, loud girl, albeit through 


bizarre circumstances. They 
hate each other at first — due

As Felix and Doris, Davies 
and Koetting flow effortlessly 
through dialogue and they 
have an obvious, easy manner 
in the way they work together. 

The play opens with Doris 
kicked out of her "room" across 
the way from Felix's apart¬ 
ment after Felix rats out the 
fact she’s a hooker to Doris's 
superintendent
